The pumice stone produced is 
Mild to merchants, who sort it 
according to color, weight and size, | 
and send it to the town of Li pari to be j 
cleaned and polished. The refuse and j 
'iroken pieces are ground in hand, 
mills to powder. There are l(i recog- 
nized qualities and varieties of pumice 
stone in the market, some ofthe finest 
qualities being used in cleaning and 
polishing works of art, other qualities' 
for lithographing purposes, pit (mring 
leather, etc. About 290 work people, 
120 being females, are employed in 
the factories engaged in the prepara- 
tion and cleansing of pumice stone 
for tale.
